A ball was Id progress in the 
Winter Palace at St, Petersburg. 
There were few persons in the 
lAsploiMieiit throng who were not. 
titled, and in Russia even a prince 
cannot hold his position in the 
court circle without complying 
with a number of nquirenionts. 
Among the few at the ball without 
the prefix to the name of count, 
baron, duke or even general, with 
out gold lace or a string of decora- 
tions on the breast, but in plain 
black evening drens, was Adalbert 
Wyman, an attache to the Ameri- 
can legation. 

If Wyman was bereft of artificial 
plumage nature had endowed him 
With an attractive personality. He 
Was finely built, being tall and pro 
portioned for All athlete, while his 
countenance benpoke a manly spirit 
within.

FANWOOD 



Remiuscences of foot-ball by the 
writer who has played the game in 
his days, will perhaps at this time 
refresh old timers of Fan wood of 
their days on the gridiron. 

Fan wood had a foot- ball team 
prior to the year 1887. 

Jf the writer mistakes not, the 
last game played by the Fanwoods 
was with the Jaspers, of Manhattan 
College. The college boys out- 
weighed the deaf boys by ten 
pounds. They were a very well 
trained team at that, while on the 
other hand the Fauwood team had 
no regular trainer, and whatever 
coaching they received was from a 
few older boys who did not fully 
understand the rules, to say no- 
thing of the tricks of the game. 

The game was played on Jasper 
Field, where now stands the classic 
New York College, which is con 
sidered architecturally and other 
wise the most magnificent College 
In the United States, if uot in the 
world. 

Of course the Fan wood team lost. 
Fact is they received the worst beat- 
ing that they ever experienced be- 
fore. Several were badly injured. 
And as that kept the boys from their 
studies, the game was afterward for- 
bidden at Fauwood. 

But to return to earlier times when 
the game was in full sway. 

Fan wood's Foot-ball team as well 
as its Baseball team were feared by 
all the High School teams of New 
York, and games had to be arrang- 
ed with Athletic Clnbs, which in 
most parts were usually composed 
of men who had played the game 
while at College. 

A few games now and then were 
played with colleges, such as the 
University of New Yoik, Man- 
hattan College, and Fordham 
University, then known as Ford- 
ham College. Though Fordham 
would nearly always win, a time 
eame when Fauwood won a game 
from them, and by such a large 
Score that their pent-up enthusiasm 
had no bonds, and in the evening 
a huge bonefire was built, which 
illuminated the sky for miles 
around. 

'Tis some twenty years since the 
writer has had the pleasure of 
witnessing a deaf team play foot- 
ball, hence the game on Saturday 
last between Gallaudet College and 
fordham University awakened 
memories of bygone days when he 
was young and cherished nothing 
more than to be at a football game.

Winthrop. The authorities of the 
Institution must experience much 
satisfaction in having such ' men as 
Mr. Winthrop on its board of 
directors, for certainly the person- 
nel of the school finds encourage- 
ment and stimulation by his fre- 
quent visits.

One of the great needs of the 
National Association is for money to 
print and distribute literature per- 
taining to the deaf. This need is be- 
coming imperative, because of the 
activities of our Oral friends. Any- 
one writing to the Volta Bureau is 
at once given books and pamphlets 
that would be worth ten dollars on 
the market. Everything that in any 
way favors the Oral Method is print- 
ed and distributed by the thousands 
to doctors, ministers, directors of 
schools and to the parents of deaf 
children. When we get ahold of 
something of real worth like Father 
Donahoe's " Scope of Charity/* and 
would print the chapter pertaining 
to the deaf for free distribution, and 
find that it will cost one hundred and 
twenty dollars for printing them 
and fifty dollars for distributing 
them, we have to think twice, for 
that would use up about one-third of 
of our total resources. It is for 
just such things that we need money, 
and to get money we must have 
members to pay dues. We should 
have 5000 members at once and then 
we could hold our own. It does not 
seem conceivable that, there are deaf 
men and women, who have been well 
educated by the Combined System, 
who have so little public spirit and 
love for their fellow deaf that they 
will not pay one dollar initiation fee 
and fifty cents a year to help this 
good work along. We should send 
out 5000 circulars every month to 
Superintendents, Directors, and 
others.

Our attention has been called to a 
story that first appeared in The At* 
lantic Monthly, and was reprinted in 
The Volta Review, entitled, "The 
Little Sign for Friend. M It was 
written by Margaret Presoott Mon- 
tague, the author of " Why it was 
W-on- the Eyes." Both of these 
stories are " heart throb stories/' 
and it is bard to take any particular 
statement made and show that it is 
not true. Still, the " Loxam School 
for Deaf and Blind" is of a type 
that is fast disappearing, and gives 
one a wrong notion of a school for 
the deaf. In this Institution they 
have both white and colored chil- 
dren, and, of course, both deaf and 
and blind. Then certain boyish 
traits, that would be common to in* 
divtduals in any similar group of 
boys, are so clearly brought out 
that they seem peculiar to the deaf. 
The effect is to give the reader an 
entirely wrong conception of schools 
for the deaf of today and make them 
feel that deaf children are " queer," 
We have no great fault to find with 
the story, but what leads us to re- 
fer to it officially is the use that has 
been made of it. 

The story has been re-published in 
pamphlet form, and the following 
little advertisement pasted at the 
foot of it : 

"The little hero of this touching 
storv had received the best that a 
' Combined* School for the deaf can 
offer. Very many deaf children are 
now taught exclusively by speech 
methods, without the use of gestures 
or finger spelling. This little boy 
could have been given much more 
and much better speech had the oral 
method been used in his education, 
instead of the combination of signs 
and speech. It is possible to educate 
every deaf child in the world without 
recourse to the gestures and finger 
spelling that so conspicuously segre- 
gatetthem from their fellows If you 
will send the names of the parents of 
any deaf childten you know, to Prof. 
John Dutton Wright, The Wright 
Oral School, New York City, he 
will gladly send full information as 
to the nearest place where a deaf 
child can be taught by the speech 
method exclusively, and also send 
literature on the subject of the oral 
education of the deaf. 

"The word 'dumb' need never 
be truthfully applied to a human be- 
ing. Will you do your part toward 
freeing the deaf child from this stig- 
ma?" 

Comment is unnecessary. There 
are so many different things that can 
be said about such an advertisement 
as this that it would be like point- 
ing out the soft spot in a jelly fish. 
This came into my hands through 
a well known ear specialist, a man 
of national reputation, who had 
evidently received it direct. He 
happens to be a man who is quite 
thoroughly conversant with the 
education of the deaf, and he char- 
acterizes this advertisement as " a 
parallel to a mining prospectus.' 
But there is one thing that all good 
friends of the deaf, and of the Com- 
bined System MUST WAKE UP 
While they are forever cuss- 
ing and denouncing the Oral Method 
in private, they are afraid they will 
" start something" if they denounce 
public. Their watchword is : 
11 Peace at any Price. ' ' While they 
are waving their arms in the air, 
and acting like a pack of simpletons, 
the Oralkts are using every expe i 
dient to advertise their method, they J 



are without scruple and go so far 
as to get off the stuff shown above. 
The Combined System advocates 
have the RIGHT on their side. 
They have the deaf of the whole 
WORLD back of them. The deaf 
of the whole world are having their 
fighting blood aroused, for they 
have seen, and know the pitiful re- 
sults of the " educational" work of 
$78 73 the oralists. The other day I was 
asked to name the Superintendents 
of State Schools, who could be de 
pended upon as staunch supporters 
of the Combined System. I took up 
a report of the Annals and went over 
the entire list. I know most of them 
personally. Three of them, Dr. 
Enoch Henry Currier of the Fan- 
wood School, Hon. Henry W. 
Rothert of the Iowa School and Mr. 
Thomas P. Clarke of the Washing- 
ton State School, are the only three 
that I know of who are for the 
Combined System, First, Last and 
ALL THE TIME, and have the 
manhood and directness to get up 
on their hind legs and SAY SO on 
every and all occasions. (Dr. Do- 
byns has retired from the profession 
or this would be "The Big Four.") 
There are fonr others who are 
staunch friends of the Combined 
System, but are discreet. There are 
about twenty others who would, if 
cornered, say they believed in the 
Combined System and when asked 
to define the Combined System 
would start anywhere from 75 per 
cent oral up. They are simply suc- 
cumbing to the "Parental Pressure" 
that U well illustrated in "The Little 
Sign for Friend," where the father 
of an overgrown boy just brought to 
school explains himself as follows : 
"I alius 'lowed he ought to go to 
school * * * and this fall we heard 
you was teaching children to talk so 
I got his mother persuaded to let me 
bring Chrissy." 

Instead of taking that old hayseed 
in hand and explaining to him frank- 
ly that his son never could acquire 
speech that would be worth a ding 
to him as usual " Mr. Lincoln, (the 
Sup't) hesitated, " and finally trots 
out an exceptionally bright boy who 
has learned to articulate a few words 
and shows him off. There is your 
average superintendent to a dot. 

If they would get right up and say 
that in their Combined System 
schools they taught as good speech 
and speech-reading as ever came out 
of a Pure Oral School, but that they 
aimed at education and not at giving 
the child merely an imperfect speech, 
and would do the best they could 
for the child entrusted to their care, 
they would get the respect and love 
of everyone concerned. 

With a lot of wabbly superinten- 
dents in charge of our State Schools, 
the defense of the Combined System 
that has so fully restored the deaf of 
America "to society" that the 
staunch oralist, Frank W. Booth, 
B.S., Sup't of the Nebraska School, 
publicly acclaimed his inability at 
distinguish the deaf delegates to 
Staunton from the hearing, it is up 
to the deaf themselves to "don the 
sword and buckler." 

They have got to come forward 
akd teuu the truth. They have 
got to educate the people of their 
own communities to the fallacity of 
the claims of the Oralists. They 
have got to publish facts relating to 
the deaf far and wide ; they have got 
to talk Combined System whenever 
they have a chance or no chance at 
all. It is a time to " Rally around 
the Flag, Boys." We have not 
only got to back up our staunch 
friends among the Superintendents 
of Schools for the Deaf, but we 
have got to take the lead. When 
we have educated the public to the 
fact that claims like the advertise- 
ment quoted herein are as reliable 
as mining prospectuses, which in 
turn are made up of equal parts of 
lie and bole, and when every deaf 
child will be given a chance to be 
educated by that method best fitted 
to his individual need, and not be 
forced to take instruction under a 
method entirely unfit for his needs 
or go uneducated, we can join in the 
Doxology :

Linzt resented people counting on 
his playing. When Baroness E. 
inveigled him into promising to take 
tea with her, because he knew her 
father, she, on bin accepting, invit- 
ed a lot of frisnda, holding out 
hopes that Liszt would play. She 
poshed the piano into the middle of 
the room— no one could have pos- 
sibly failed to see it. 

Every one mm on the qui vive 
when Liszt arrived and breathless 
with anticipation. Liszt, who had 
many surprise* of this sort, I Im- 
agine, saw the situation at a glance. 
After several people had been pre- 
sented to him, Liszt, with his most 
captivating smile, said to the hos- 
tess, 

•• Madam, where is your piano ?" 
and looked all about for the instin- 
ment, though it was within an inch 
of his nose. 

11 Oh, monsiegiieur ! Would yon, 
really * * * V* advancing toward 
the piano triumphantly. " You ate 
too kind. I never should have 
dared to ask you/ 1 And, waving her 
hand toward it, " Here is the 
piano 1" 

M Ah, yes," said Liszt, who clear- 
ly loves a joke, "I wished to put 
my bat on it." 

Very crestfallen, but still un- 
daunted, the tactless baroness cried, 
" But, monsiegneur, you will not 
refuse, if only to play a scale-mere- 
ly to touch the piano 1" 

But Liszt, as unkind as she was 
tactless, answered, coldly: " Ma- 
dam, I never play my scales in the 
afternoon," and turned hi« hack on 
her and talked with Madam Helhig. 
One another occasion Linzt wrote 
to me that he would bring some of 
his songs to try over at 5 o'clock. I 
inclose bis letter. What a chance, 
thought I, for me to give pleasure to 
some of my friends who I know were 
longing to see him. Although he 
had said entre nous in his letter, and 
I know that he really wanted to 
look through the songs alone with 
me, I could not resist the tempta- 
tion — though it was such rank 
disobedience— and said to them: 

"Liszt is coming to me at 5 o'clock. 
If you would like to hear him, and 
consent to be hidden behind a door, 
I will invite you." 

They all accepted with rapture, 
and were assembled in the little 
salon before the time appointed. 
The door was left opened and a 
large screen placed before it. 

Johan fetched Liszt in our car- 
riage, as he always does. I receiv- 
ed him and the book of <4 Lied«r," 
which he brought with him. (Only 
Johan and Nina were present ) 
He opened the book at " Comment 
disaient lis ?" one of his most beauti- 
ful songs, which has an exquisite 
but very difficult accompaniment. 
He played with fairy fingers, and we 
went over it several times. I could 
see the screen swerving and waving 
about, but Liszt's back was turned, 
so he could not see it. 

After we had finished tea was 
served, and then he said, " Have 
you heard my ■ Rigoletto ? ' " 

" Yes," I said, and added, " but 
not by you." 

«• Well," he said, " Lwlll play it 
for you. Your piano is much better 
than the one I have. It is a plea- 
sure to play on it.* 

The screen, now alive with emo 
tion, almost tipped over. After 
"Rigoletto" he played " Les 
Soirees de Vienne, " and this time 
the screen actually did topple over 
and exposed to view the group of 
badly frightened ladies huddled be- 
hind it. I shuddered to think how 
the master would take this horrible 
treachery. 

He took it better than I expected 
— in fact, he laughed outright. 
The ladies came forward and were 
presented to him and were delight- 
ed. I am sure that Liszt was, too; 
at any rate, he laughed so much at 
my ruse and contrition that the 
tears rolled down his cheeks. Be 
wiped them away with his pocket 
handkerchief, which had an em- 
broidered F. L. in the corner. This 
he left behind, and I kept it as a 
souvenir. — Mme. de llegermann- 
Ismdencrone in Harper*s Magazine.

The condition 
is quickly relieved by flushing the 
eye with boric acid solution. The 
irritation rapidly disappears when 
the eyes are kept washed out with 
a soothing eye wash. — Journal of 
the American Medical Association.

Faee powder has its dangers the 
same as gunpowder. For several 
years occasional cases have come 
under tbe observation of oculists in 
which the patients, invariably wo- 
i complain of vision being blur- 
red, inability to use the eyes for 
any length of time and severe itching 
of tbelids. The slightest rubbing of 
the lid* produces a marked redrifs* 
of the eyes and only aggravates the 
itching. In severe oases the lids 
are frequently swollen from con- 
stant rubbing.

Mlcroaooplc examination of tbe 
secretion reveals masses of what 
appear to be crystals. Until re- 
cently, no satisfactory explanation 
of tbe presence of these crystals in 
tbe eye haa been given.
